This  prison  compound  and  our  barrac.ts  voro 
loo  ted^  d< stance  about  five  hundred  to  si::  hundred  yards  from,  a  large 
J-n-nese  rrrunition  factory.  The  rarwnition  factory  -ad  our  barracks 
camouflaged  in  the  st.c  manner  and  from  tho  air  vould  appear 
b  ■  on^  large  f'etory.  Thcr  v.’.as  no  designation  •  bat  ever  on  our 
or  is  oner  *4  carp  distinguishing  it  from,  the  factory  or  giving  notice 

tLat  44  a  a  prisoner  of  -ear  carp.  On  about  th-  7th  of  December,  about 
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nid-day,  a  group  of  Ancricm  B~29s  c->.r.c  over  and  began  to  borib  tho 
anrunition  factory.

A  nor.ent  after  v:c  had  cone 
out  of  the  barracks  a  bor.b  fro;-  tho  American  pianos  hit  in  the  parado 
ground,  and  caused  the  death  of  19  non  and  seriously  injured  about  30 
norc  non.  Some  of  those  injured  non  later  lost  arns  and  legs  as  a 
result  of  the  bcr.bin^.'l  One  of  the  non  vho  axis  killed  v:as  Alex  Sable  of 
the  U.S.  Air  Fore...  The  otherd  names  are  unknov-u  to  no.  After  the 
’■cubing  ur.s  over  the  injured  nen  ■•ore  t  ikon  to  the  dispensary  end  a 
J~.pr.nosc  core  into  the  dispensary  and  requested  the  injured  Americans 
to  v.Titc  letters  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  U.  S.  Air  Force  and 
roquest  that  the  carp  not  be  bombed  ng-.in,  I  understand  that  several 
of  the  non  .rote  letters  but  that  in  the  letters  they  rcoucst-d  that  the 
conn  and  lug  officer  of  the  U.S.  Air  Force  send  over  norc  planes  and  more 
often,  I  or-  quite  positive  that  these  letters  -ere  never  posted  by  the
